I chose to “recolor” the 
embroidery to more closely match my ruffle fabric. 


The program allows you to see the new color selection 
without taking a stitch. 


2. Save designs to a flash drive, memory card, or 
directly to your embroidery machine. 


3. Set up machine for embroidery. 
Insert a new machine embroidery needle. 


Thread the bobbin. Use bobbin thread (or a prewound 
bobbin) to match the towels. 
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Open the designs to stitch on your embroidery 
machine. 


Choose thread colors for the designs, or use the colors 
indicated. Arrange thread in order of use. 


4. Hoop Wash Away Extra Self-Adhesive Non-Woven 
stabilizer, paper side up in the embroidery hoop. 

Score the release paper with a pin and gently peel away 
the paper, exposing the sticky adhesive. 


Place the towel over the stabilizer, centering crosshairs 
with center markings on the hoop. 


Gently finger press towel into position over stabilizer. 


5. Embroider. 





Attach hoop to the machine. 


Remove template and embroider design as marked. 


Remove hoop from the machine. 


Remove embroidery from the hoop; trim away excess 
stabilizer, then wash away the remaining stabilizer 
according to the manufacturer's instructions. 

Place embroidery face down on a terry towel. Cover 
with a press cloth; press. 

Repeat for additional towels. 


Complete Towels 
1. For super easy hem finish, press under cut ends 
twice and edgestitch. 


2. Or, add ruffle trim, as I did, following the free 
downloadable instructions.

Delete the running stitch outline around the flowers. 
Carefully group each individual flower. One by one, 
select each flower and position it around the four 
larger motifs. The fastest way to do this is to position 
all the flowers on the right side then copy, paste and 
mirror image. Move the second set to the left of the 
larger motifs. The Group and Ungroup tool is helpful 
here. Use it when moving all sections and you won't 
leave any stray stitches behind. Save the design as PB. 
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The PB design measures 230mm x 240mm. Since I 
don’t have a hoop that wide, I’ll split the design in 
Perfect Embroidery Pro. 


Eileen's Note 


If you don't have Perfect Embroidery Pro, you can 
save PB in two hoopings. Don't split any of the 


motifs, just select two-thirds of the designs for the 
first hooping and the remainder for the second 
hooping. Print templates of both hoopings and use 
them to stitch the layout on the blouse. 





Open PB in Perfect Embroidery Pro. Select the design 
and click on the Split Design icon.

The Split window appears. Select your hoop from the 
drop down Hoop menu. 























Place the cursor in the 1:1 and 2:1 segments to toggle 
back and forth until you have a split that you are 
comfortable with. 
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Click Save and the software will split and save the 
design into two files. Both files include a long basting 
line. Use this line to align the two hoopings. 





Step 2. Stitch 

Print a template of the first hooping and place it on the 
blouse. Center the large motifs on the blouse. Do not 
center the template on the blouse, just the large motifs. 
Hoop water soluble adhesive stabilizer in a standard 
embroidery hoop and place the hoop on the end of an 
ironing board. Slip the blouse over the hoop, flattening 
and stretching the fabric below the elastic. 





Carefully pull the blouse up over the hoop turning the 
sleeves inside out. Nest the excess fabric around the 
hoop. Stitch the first design. 


Remove the blouse from the hoop. Hoop a second 
piece of adhesive water soluble stabilizer. Stitch color 

1 of the second hooping, the long basting line, on the 
hooped stabilizer. Place the hoop under PAL, aligning 
the beam with the basting line. Place the shirt under the 
beam, aligning the basting line from the first hooping 
with the beam. Finger press the garment to the sticky 
stabilizer. Reattach the hoop to the machine and stitch 
the remainder of the design.

The Embroidery 
Process 
When using the 15 wt. 
thread, it is necessary to 
use a 100/16 topstitch 
needle. You might find it 
helpful to use a thread 
stand to position the spool 
in the upright position. It's 
wise to slow the machine 
speed and stay with the 
machine while it stitches. 


Cut Line Designs 

When you go into any of the 
Categories, you'll notice there are 
two of each, one with the letter 
D at the end and one without. 


The designs without the D will 
come to the screen with a black 
dotted Cut Line surrounding the 
design. 





This Cut Line comes in handy if 
you have a digital cutter or it can 
be printed on the template to cut 
out the design as a patch.

D will not have the Cut Line.

After they were removed from the 
hoop, they were cut out, rinsed per 
manufacturer's instructions, air 
dried, and hand stitched in place 
where desired (or machine stitched 
in place). Beads were stitched in 
different parts of each rose with 
additional pieces of tulle tucked in 
sporadically. 


My vision for the vest back yoke 
was to fill it with dimension and 
texture. I found a multitude of 
layered roses would do the trick. 
To attain this look, stitch the roses 
on a layer of wash-away stabilizer, 
tulle, and organza. Make this 
sandwich for the size hoop you will 
be using. I filled one 8" x 8" hoop 
with White roses, a second with 
Cement, and a third in Llama Gray 
15 wt. Rope thread. 


When the designs were stitched 
directly on the vest front, water 
soluble adhesive stabilizer was 
used with the appropriately sized 
Snap Hoop Monster. These hoops 
are perfect for denim clothing that 
is filled with thick seams, rivets, 
metal buttons, etc. The template 
was used to determine placement 
and PAL2 (Perfect Alignment 
Laser) was used to help with 
centered hooping.

the purse. Sew beading on at this time. 





Trim the flap 1 %4" above the horizontal line of 
embroidery. Match the width of the flap to the width 
of the purse body; in this case, 7". Cut a piece of lining 
for the flap the same size, place right sides together and 
stitch with a %" seam allowance, leaving the top open. 
Clip close to the stitch line at the curve; turn right side 
out and press from the back. 


With right sides together, sew the front purse to the 
back purse at the sides and across the bottom using 2" 
seams. Clip and trim seams; turn right side out. Pin 
the flap to the back of the purse at the top, right sides 
together. 





The turned edges of the flap should fit just inside the 
side seams. Cut lining pieces for the front and back to 
match your purse pieces; sew with %" seams down the 
sides only, leaving top and bottom open. Trim seams.

(2.44" x 3.00")

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Click on Rotate and rotate the letter 90° to the right. 
Move it to the top of the screen. 
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Repeat Steps 3 - 5 for the “S” and the “A”. Center the 
design in the middle of the hoop. 





Determine the placement of the letters on the table 
runner. Measure 5 2" up from the bottom edge of the 
runner; measure the width of the table runner and 
divide by two. Place a cross-mark where these two 
measurements meet. This will be the center of the 
embroidery design. 


Float the table runner over the hoop with the crosshair 
on the runner centered in the hoop. Finger press to 
secure. Repeat this step for the opposite side of the 
table runner. 


Place the hoop on the embroidery unit. Verify the 
design is placed correctly. The needle should be 
centered over the cross-marked lines. Move the letters 
as needed. 


Embroider the letters in Madeira red, white and blue 
polyester thread. 


Cut several 2" wide strips across the width of the cotton 
print fabric. Piece ends together to make one long strip. 
These strips will be placed around the outer edges and 
diagonally throughout the center of the table runner. 
Fold and press the strip lengthwise to create a center 
line. Fold each of the raw edges inward to the center 
and press. Fold the outer edges together to form the 
bias strip. 


Pin the bias strip 2" above the lettering at an angle 
from edge to opposite edge. Fold the bias at the table 
runner edge and continue to pin it across the runner at 
a diagonal. Go back and forth until you have reached 
the lettering on the opposite side of the runner. Make 
adjustments as needed so that both ends look the same 
with accurate spacing. Set up the machine for straight 
stitch sewing. Top stitch both sides of the bias strip to 
secure. 


To finish the runner, pin the bias strip along the long 
and short edges on the runner and sew in place along 


both edges on the bias strip.

Choosing Designs for 


Embroidering Heirlooms 
For authenticity, dainty florals, 
redwork and light monograms 
are traditional choices for delicate 
linens. 


Preparing Linens for 
Embroidery 


As long as the pieces are clean, they 
do not need to be laundered. Heavy 
starch can act as an additional 
stabilizer and it can always be 
washed out after embroidery. 


Linen should be pressed according 
to their fiber content using heavy 
steam. For stubborn wrinkles, 
spraying with water is also helpful. 





Threads, from top to bottom: 40 
wt. rayon, 50 wt. silk, 50 wt. cotton 
60 wt. cotton. Design is Eyelet 006 
from Appliqué for Kids. 


Thread Considerations 
Today’s rayon and polyester threads 
provide a beautiful sheen. Another 
consideration is silk and cotton. 
Silk thread is strong and reflects 
light like rayon while cotton is 
even more traditional with a matte 
finish. 


Design colors should be kept to a 
minimum. Even designs digitized 
for multiple colors can be stitched 
ina single color for tone-on-tone 
presentations typical of heirloom 
projects. 


Be sure to use the smallest needle 
possible for the job. Sharps make 
embroidery crisp and clean. 
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Consider stitching a trial run on a 
similar piece. Stained and damaged 
linens work well as testers. 


Stabilizers 

Two layers of no-show mesh 
stabilizer, hooped with one 
perpendicular to the other, provide 
a solid base for embroidery. Float 
the linen over the hooped stabilizer, 
securing it in place with temporary 
spray adhesive. Add a basting stitch 
outline for additional hold. 


Cutwork Doily 

This cotton doily is beautiful as 
a table accent or hanging over 
the side of a basket. The cutwork 
is very simple and adding an 
embroidery design makes it 
extraordinary. 





Hoop as instructed above. After 
embroidery, trim stabilizer close to 
the design. 


Monogrammed Towel 
Towels just beg for embroidery, 
don't they? Damask linens 

are particularly lovely and are 
considered fine linen due to the 
intricate patterns woven into them. 





This hand towel was a bit of a 
challenge since the damask design 
was off center. 





Lightly pressing a fold through 
what will be the design's central 
motif provides a guideline for 
hooping. 





Hoop and stabilize as instructed 
above. After embroidery, trim 
stabilizer close to the design. 





After embroidery, clip stabilizer 
close to stitching. Press if necessary. 
Adjusting the fold assures that the 
design is properly centered for 
display. 


Elegant Framed 


Monogram 

Perhaps there is nothing more 
romantic than a beautiful 
monogram stitched on damask 
linen. Pop it in an ornate frame, 
even a vintage flea market find, and 
you have a wonderful heirloom. 





Hoop and stabilize as instructed 
above. This linen napkin had an 
inner frame of woven damask so it 
was easy to center on point in the 
hoop. 
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Because the monogram design 
included areas of fine embroidery, 
a layer of water-soluble film 

was pinned in place as a topper. 
Toppers keep delicate parts of the 
design from sinking into the fabric. 


Debbie's Tip 


other projects. They are perfect 
for use as a topper on smaller 
embroideries. Smaller pieces 
can be slightly overlapped for 
use on larger designs. Be sure 
to keep scraps in an air-tight 


container and label them. 





After embroidery, carefully tear 
topping away from stitches and 
trim stabilizer close to the stitching 
on the back. 


Press the embroidered piece from 
the back, placing it face down on a 
layer of terrycloth or heavy flannel. 
Cover the frame insert with a 

layer of low-loft batting, center the 
embroidered monogram over the 
batting, and pop the piece in the 
frame. Glass was removed from 
the frame so it would not crush the 
embroidery. 


Hemstitched Napkins 
In its original state, this 

damask napkin, with intricate 
hemstitching, was already quite 
lovely. Adding embroidery 
demands a subtle design such as 
redwork or linework. 


Flowing Flowers Accent FQ862_48, 
by Embroidery Online, is up to 

the task. Hoop a fabric-type water 
soluble stabilizer and float the 
napkin, securing it with temporary 
spray adhesive or pins. 





Stitch the design using matching 
thread in the bobbin for a clean 
appearance on the right and wrong 
side of the napkin. 


When embroidery is finished, 
remove as much stabilizer as 
possible. Spray with water or soak 
to remove any remaining stabilizer. 


Aging stains are common, even 
if linens were clean when they 


were stored. With care, many 


can be eliminated.

Limitations aside, | joyfully 
stitched a lime green floral 
print apron “decorated” 
with lots of crooked 
topstitching! 


Today, bold and beautiful 
stitches are possible at 
the touch of a button. The 
artistry involved in making 
even a simple apron is 
enhanced with options for 
machine embroidery and 
decorative stitches. These 
stitches closely mimic 
time-honored yet time 
consuming handwork. This 
charming Artisan apron 

is decorated with antique 
motifs that celebrate a 
bygone era yet it is made 
using the many design 
possibilities a modern 
machine provides.

Step |. Prepare pattern 
and cut fabric pieces for 


apron. 

I prefer to use pattern tracing cloth 
or pattern paper to make patterns 
for pieces listed on the fabric- 
cutting chart included with the 
pattern. Label all pattern pieces 
and review the instructions before 
purchasing fabrics. Yardage will 
vary according to your mix of print 
and solid fabric. I suggest using 
your actual pattern pieces to create 
a mock layout for figuring yardage, 
or take the actual pieces with you 
when you shop. 


Modify pattern pieces as described 

below: 

« Eliminate binder strip “F” for 
lower pocket. 

« Add %" seam allowance along the 
fold line for lower pocket “M?” 
Use the modified pattern piece 
for the embroidered pocket and 
for cutting a matching lining 
piece. 

« To avoid covering up the 
decoratively stitched waist strip, 
cut waist tie strap “D” into two 
separate pieces measuring 
36" x 4". During construction, 
sew the two straps separately 
and insert at the waistline when 
sewing lining to apron. 


Cut all required pieces from your 
print fabric. Cut all required pieces 
from solid fabric, including the 
following oversized pieces for 
embroidered pockets: 

« One piece 12" x 16" for 
embroidered bib pocket. Fuse 
medium weight interfacing to 
the wrong side. 

« One 8 %" square for lining 
embroidered bib pocket. 

« One piece 24" x 10" for 
embroidered lower pocket, cut 
from modified pattern piece M. 
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Step 2. Embroider pocket for apron bib 
Transfer the Woman Sewing Redwork design and the 
following free pocket designs to your machine:

Open a new file in Perfect

Size the anchor to .75" height for a 
1 %" ribbon. Click on the Repeat 
icon.

If your machine has a scanning 
feature, use it now. Touch the scan 
icon. Center the Sailboat] design 
on the ribbon; use the painter’s 
tape as a helpful visual aid. Notice 
the design image is shown on the 
touch screen, move the design 

if needed with the jog keys to 
perfectly center the embroidery on 
the ribbon. 





In lieu of a scanner, use the 
machine's trace feature to center 
the embroidery along the narrow 
ribbon. Watch the embroidery 
foot as it travels along the design 
ensuring that it travels parallel to 
the ribbon edge. Stitch the design. 
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Remove the hoop from the 
machine and carefully tear the 
stabilizer from the wrong side 
of the ribbon. Do not pull or 
tug which can harm the delicate 
stitches. 


Sew the ribbon to the bottom edge 
of the burp cloth. 


Step 3. Embroider the 
Appliqué 

Place the burp cloth on a flat 
surface and lay the Perfect 
Placement Kit Burp Cloth template 
along the bottom edge of burp 
cloth. Position the template’s bold 
black line along the top edge of the 
ribbon. Slide a target sticker in the 
center hole of the template. Keep 
he target sticker in place until 
aligned with needle. 





Hoop the burp cloth with the soft 
tear-away stabilizer in the 4" x 

4" hoop. Center the needle over 
the target sticker and stitch the 
appliqué design. Remove it from 
the hoop. 


Have fun customizing additional 
burp cloths with fabric strips and 
oval appliqués. 


Custom Basket Liner 
Step |. Make the Liner 


Place the basket on the pattern 
paper; trace the bottom and each 
side. Add 2" to the height of each 
basket side to create an “overlap” 
for the top. Cut out the pattern 
sections and transfer to fabric, cut 
one bottom section and four sides. 





Label each section with tape or 
pins. Sew right sides together; start 
with the bottom and add the side 
pieces to form the liner. 


Place the liner inside the basket 
and fold over the top edge. 
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Step 2. Personalize the 
Ribbon 


Measure the circumference of the 
basket liner at the top. Cut the 
ribbon the same measurement. 
Find the center of the ribbon 

and place a target sticker in that 
location. 


Follow the directions for 
embroidering the ribbon for the 
burp cloth. Use the sailboat design 
located in the symbol motif drop 
down icon; place the name in the 
center between the sailboats and 
save the design sailboat 3. Size the 
embroidery to fit comfortably on 
the ribbon. Embroider the design. 


Pin the embroidered ribbon to the 
bottom edge of the fabric liner, 
centering the motif on the basket 
front. Sew the ribbon to the liner.

Cap embroidery is a popular request from family, friends and customers. 
But many embroiderers, even multi-needle machine owners, like myself, 
hesitate when a cap order is requested and with good reason. Caps can 
be tricky to stitch. The surface is round and typically features a seam in 
the center of the sewing field. In addition, the sewing field is small so 
professionally-digitized embroidery designs are crucial for success. 


The most popular cap styles to embroider are unstructured and 
structured baseball caps. Unstructured caps have a soft foldable front 
(you could easily roll the cap if needed). Structured caps are stiff with 
heavy buckram interfacing and cannot be rolled easily. Structured 
caps also do not lay flat in a hoop and require a cap frame designed 
specifically for multi-needle machines. 


Single needle machine owners can easily embroider unstructured 

caps with a Magnetic Hoop Clip, Snap Hoop Monster metal base and 
adhesive tear-away stabilizer The unstructured cap is flattened on the 
sticky stabilizer and the bill is held in place by the clip. It's a good idea to 
use a basting file around the embroidery design for additional security. 





Step |. Prep the Design Step 2. Prep the Cap

is 2" for my 6-needle embroidery 
machine.

Align the cap’s center seam with 
the red vertical line on the brim 


protector. Firmly pull the excess 
fabric to each side of the frame and 
use the provided clips to hold it 
tight. 


Step 3. Stitch the Design 
Remove the frame from the jig 
and attach it to the driver on the 
machine. 


The embroidery machine 

will automatically rotate the 
embroidery design in the correct 
orientation on the cap. The cap 

is hooped with the brim towards 
the back of machine and therefore 
the design would be upside down 
when viewed on LED screen. 


Align the center seam on cap with 
the correct needle bar and stitch 
the design. Remove the hoop and 
carefully tear the excess stabilizer 
from inside the cap.

Step |. Prep the Design 
In embroidery editing software, 
select the embroidery design. Size 
the design to fit the crown of the 
cap, normally less than 2 44" in 
height. Print a template. Center 
the template on the center seam 
of the cap with the bottom of the 
embroidery design as close to the 
brim as possible. Slide a target 
sticker under the template and 
remove the template. 


Step 2. Prep the Hoop 
Place adhesive tear-away on the 
bottom of the Snap Hoop Monster 
metal frame, sticky side facing 

up. Attach the Magnetic Hoop 
Clip on the bottom edge of the 
metal frame. When placed in this 
position, there is no chance the 
embroidery foot will hit the Hoop 
Clip. 





Step 3. Prep the Cap 
Working on a flat surface, pull the 
facing away from the cap so it is 
not stitched during the embroidery 
process. 





Use tape to keep it from popping 
back into position. Slide the brim 
of the cap underneath the clip. 
Center the brim on the hoop 
frame. Flatten the unstructured cap 
onto the sticky tear-away stabilizer. 


Step 4. Stitch the Design 
Slide the frame carefully on to the 
embroidery machine attachment. 
Retrieve the embroidery design 
and check the orientation. Add the 
basting outline. Position the needle 
over the target sticker’s cross hair. 
My embroidery machine has a 
laser light beam which perfectly 
highlights where the needle will 
touch down. 





Just to be sure the embroidery 
design will land as planned, use 
the trace feature. During the trace, 
keep an eye on the foot as it travels 
along the bottom of the design. 
You want to make sure it clears the 
brim. Remove the target sticker 
and stitch the basting outline. 
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Complete the design. 





Remove the Snap Hoop Monster frame from 
machine. Carefully snip the basting stitches from 
around the embroidery and unclip the cap. Tear 
excess stabilizer from wrong side of cap.

Embroidery Options: I used 

the Dream Machine's built- 

in decorative stitches in the 
embroidery mode, along with the 
repeat pattern feature to create 

my blocks. Check the design 
menu of your machine for similar 
design motifs. You'll find multiple 
machine models with this option. 
You could also consider using 
continuous quilt style designs to fill 
your blocks or other favorite small 
pattern and border style designs. 
The trick is to choose designs with 
a light fill to avoid stiff panels of 
embroidered fabric. 


Materials and Supplies 
Pattern: Serendipity Studio 
Dakota Duster Jacket #141 from 
sewserendipity.com. This pattern 
is ideal as a starting point for 
a patchwork design. With the 
military style princess seams it’s 
easy to make divided sections 
and combine a mix of fabric 
pieces. My jacket is based on 
the knee length version, with a 
mandarin collar and plain back. 
Read all pattern instructions 
before you begin, and familiarize

yourself with the sizing and 
general construction techniques. 
I made several pattern 
modifications to create special 
designer details. Read the Pattern 
Modifications box to learn more. 


Main fabric for jacket: Purchase 
fabric and notions using pattern 
envelope as a guide, choosing 
medium weight denim or a 
similar fabric for main parts 
of jacket. For modified front 
you need an additional piece 
approximately 42" x 8" for the 
facing. This jacket is not designed 
for heavy fabric. Disregard 
interfacing for center front 
pieces. The backing on each 
embroidered piece serves as a 
substitute. 


Fabrics for patchwork: Assemble 
remnants of light to medium 
weight denim and chambray 
shirting for five matching sets 
of pieced patchwork. These 
instructions include suggested 
block measurements that work 
for the range of sizes included 
with the pattern. Use guidelines 
in step one for cutting blocks. 


Use additional coordinating 
remnants for embroidered pocket 
and sleeve trim, contrast collar, 
covered buttons, and button 
loops. 


To quilt patchwork pieces you 
need a foundation fabric for 
each embroidered block. Use a 
matching piece of thoroughly 
pre-shrunk muslin or lightweight 
flannel to layer with each piece. 


Regular buttons and buttonholes 
arent suitable for these 
embroidered blocks. I suggest 
using %" half ball covered button 
kits to coordinate with bias loops 
for the closure. 


Pattern modifications: AKA 
“pattern hacks.” To eliminate 
buttonholes on the jacket and 
create an edge-to-edge center 
front closure, I trimmed away the 
customary overlap on the pattern 
piece, leaving a 2" seam allow- 
ance beyond the center front line. 
I used this same modified piece 
to cut a facing pattern for the 
front, sewed the two pieces right 
sides together and turned the fac- 
ing to the wrong side. The facing 
completely covers the front panel 
on the inside of the jacket and 
looks especially neat. Ten nar- 
row bias fabric loops were cut to 
equal 3 4" long, evenly spaced, 
and enclosed in the center front 
seam. Covered buttons match the 
loops for a unique and non-bulky 
closure. Pattern includes ideas 
for contrast trim on the sleeves 
and pockets. I chose to embroider 
strips to use for trim. The height 
of the collar pattern was short- 
ened by 2" and cut on the bias to 
shape it more closely to the neck. 
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This narrow collar has no interfacing and is sewn 
to meet the edge of the modified center front. The 
same denim fabric is featured for the collar, loops, 
and covered buttons. It ties the fabric scheme to- 
gether for a designer style jacket. 


Step |. Cut and create embroidered 


blocks for center front 

Option one: Divide your front pattern piece into even 
or uneven sections, add seam allowance to each piece, 
and then use these as a guide for sizing each section 

of fabric. Remember that your fabric has to fill the 
whole hoop when embroidering so each piece should 
be sized accordingly. You could opt to purchase new 
fabric if you don’t have enough coordinating remnants. 
Use your newly made pattern pieces as a guide when 
shopping. 


Option two: Since I had a pile of decent size scraps 

I took a more random, casual approach. To start, I 
made sure I had enough of each fabric to make a set 

of matching embroidered blocks for the right and left 
front. Using the center front pattern piece as a general 
guide I made blocks large enough to piece together and 
form an oversized strip, then cut it to size using the 
modified front pattern piece. Individual block sizes are 
listed below. 


To create blocks begin by touching Embroidery and 
select category 5, menu No.01. 


j on 
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General guidelines for creating blocks: Choose a 
decorative stitch from the menu. Select symmetrical 
designs so each set of identical blocks look even from 
top to bottom and side-to-side. Remember to select a 
design that is light and airy so your embroidered block 
is not too stiff. Follow the examples presented here 

to create your blocks but feel free to experiment with 
other motifs. 





These are the specific stitches I used for my jacket, 
along with the fabric piece and hoop size used to stitch 
each one.

Make each block using the same 
basic steps shown here. This 
example below shows how to make 
block #5, using motif No.046 for 
the section at the hem. This is the 
largest section I used for the jacket, 
hooping the fabric for the 9.5" x 
14" hoop. To fill each block with 
the right amount of motifs take 
advantage of the ability to set your 
specific hoop size in the set mode 
of the machine. You'll have a visual 
guide showing the hoop boundary 
on the screen.

cK SO remember to store each 
newly created block into the 
machine’ memory before you 
stitch. If your stitching time is 
interrupted you can retrieve it 
and continue with confidence, 
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Step 2. Sew blocks for center front 
At this point you are ready to change machine to 
sewing and sew blocks together. 


I recommend overlapping the pieces to estimate the 
finished size after stitching seams. Do a trial layout to 
make sure the pieces are aligned so that the pattern 
covers them completely. I traced my center front 
pattern onto transparent pattern cloth to help with this 
step. 





Shift the blocks of fabric as needed to see where they 
fit best and then sew together into a strip. I sewed mine 
using a %" seam allowance and aligned my pieces so 
the beginning of the decorative stitching falls along the 
center front seamline. 





Repeat the process to create an identical strip. Use 
center front pattern pieces to cut a perfect match for 
right and left front. 





Step 3. Cut remaining pattern pieces 
Decide what pattern modification suits you and cut the 
necessary pieces to construct the jacket. 


Step 4. Create embroidered trim using a 


few additional tools in this menu 

Hoop a piece of dark denim using the 9.5" x 14" hoop. 
Use this piece to make four oversized trim strips to 
sew to the sleeve and pocket edges. You won't need 
stabilizer or backing for the denim. 


Begin by selecting motif No. 069. Use the vertical 
design key as you did before to fill the length of the 
hoop. Use the horizontal key to create a block with 
eight rows of hearts from side to side.

Digitizing software is magical and amazes me. The 
ability to analyze a graphic image or photograph and 
convert that image to a sequential stitch-file seems like 
magic. 


When it comes to embroidery, it's still a Windows 
world. Embroidery software is expensive to produce 
and written for a global market. As Apple adopters 
increase in quantity, more options will become 
available. While Apple has a sizable part of the 

US. market, globally it barely makes a peep. The 
consolation for Mac owners is the low-cost availability 
of "good-enough" PC computers that can be dedicated 
for embroidery use. 


Entry-level embroiderers will often start with a 
lettering, editing or sizing module; then, add more 
programs as their skills and budget increase. This can 
be an expensive option. Modules do not always work 
and play well with others. Brand idiosyncrasies, with 
their varying interfaces, can make for a very confusing 
experience. Digitizing suites are efficient and contain 
important functionality in one program, with a 
consistent user interface. 


When comparing embroidery software, you will 
find more commonalities than differences. Manual 
punching, Auto-punch (digitizing), lettering, sizing, 
combining, and arraying are features that most 
programs have in common. Some come bundled 
with graphic software, like CorelDraw, that can help 
fix problematic artwork. User interfaces vary. Many 


powerful programs still use functional, but older 
looking interfaces. Other programs sport a more 
modern interface. 


While software may seem expensive to the hobbyist, 
professional digitizers might invest $10,000 or more 
in their toolbox of graphic and digitizing, and utility 
programs. 


Here is a break-down of what is available. 


Solve a problem. 

Utility programs include sizing, lettering, small 
lettering, combining, viewing, organizing, positioning, 
transferring, and density adjusting. These programs 
usually offer more than one problem-solving function 
in a moderately-priced program. 


Let's make stuff. 

Programs that create, would include auto-punch, 
photo-stitch, quilt functions, word-art, and appliqué 
functions that can output the shape to your favorite 
digital cutter. Side note: The term auto-punch 

calls back to the days when paper punch-tape was 
the medium of choice for controlling commercial 
embroidery machines.

Editing programs add basic utility functions, with the 
ability to modify your designs. You can copy, paste, or 
remove design elements. You can array elements along 
a path or geometric shape. Adding or removing color 
stops can change an existing design in dramatic ways.
